VIEWS OF COUNTY COUNCILLORS 
. : - —--—Á&—- —— 
A RESOLUTION WITHDRAWN, 


At a special meeting of the Irish County 
Councils’ General Council, held at 11 Rutland 
square, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. P. J. O'Neill, 
J.P., Chairman, presiding, 

Mr. B. O'Rourke (Monaghan) said that he 
wished to propose a fresolution protesting 
against the appointment of Mr. H. T. Barrie 
us Vice-President of the Department of Agri- 
culture, and a further resolution demanding tho 
release of the political prisoners. With regard 
to the former, he said that Mr. Barrie had been 
for years one of Sic Edward Carson’s chief men 
in the campaign at the time that Carson was 
running his Provisional Government, and it was 
a public insult to appoint such a man to the 
Department. The Department was the cnly 
Castle Board in touch with the people, and the 
appointment would have the effect of Ireland 
withdrawing from the Department, which was 
doing a good deal for the country at present. 
ile weuld not go so far as to ask the Council 
to réfuse to strike a rate, but he thought that 
the proper way would be to call on the Board 
of Agriculture to refuse to allow the Depart- 
ment to have contro! of finance until Mr. Barrie 
vacated the position, He underetood that the 
Department had no money at their disposal 
without a vote from the Board of Agriculture. 

Mr. P. J. Kennedy (Meath) said that he had 
to enter e protest against bringing forward 
such a motion without notice to the Council. 
If they were a self-respecting body, surely they 
would not adopt it. After a number of mem- 
bere had left the room the matter was brought 
forward without appearing on the agenda, and 
they would be asking the people of Ireland to 
accept it as the considered judgment of the 
General Council of County Councils. 

Mr. O'Rourke said that he was speaking to 
the Chairman a few weeks ago on the subject of 
calling a special meeting to deal with the re- 
solution, and did not know at the time that the 
present meeting was about to be called, other- 
wise he would have given notice for it. 

The Chairman said that it was not, Mr. 
O’Rourke’s fault that several members had 
gone away. He had no hesitation in accepting 
fil responsibility for allowing this matter to 
be submitted to the Council, as it was a matter 
of urgent importance, and notwithstanding Mr. 
Kennedy’s protest he accepted responsibility for 
allowing the Council to express its opinion on it. 

Mr. O'Rourke then moved :— 

That we protest against the appointment of “Mr. 
Rarrie as Vice-President of the Department, and 
request the Board of Agriculture to refuse to 
allocate any money to the Department until Mr, 
Barrie vacates the office. 

The Chairman—Would it not be better to 
state the position on a substantial issue as to 
whether you consider him trained and fit. for 
the position, and for the duties for which he 
has been selected by the Government, and leave 
the political aspect out of it to some extent? It 
is entirely a matter for yourselves. 

Mr. Dolan (Louth) seconded Mr. O’Rourke’s 
motion. . 

Mr. Slaitery (Tipperary, South)-said that he 
would move an amendment, but not on political 
grounds. He did not like Mr. Barrie’s politics, 
but coming to the business facts, as a farmer he 
knew that Mr. Barrie was interesting himself to 
get the farmers decent prices, and to save them 
from the profiteers, and if he continued to do eo 
he would have the support of the farmers. He 
(Mr. Slattery) stood as a farmer outside politics. 
Mr. Barrie was a Séotchman who knew 
interests of the farmers, while the Scotchman 
who preceded him in the Department knew 
nothing about agriculture—there was proof of 
that all over the country to-day, When their 
time came for a new election very many of the 
men who were supporting the_late Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Department would hot be selected, 
It was not fair to condemn a man until they 
had given him a trial, and they had found that 
politicians did not make the best business men. 
He moved that they do not adopt the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Kennedy said that the office to. which Mr. 
Barrie had been appointed was a political office, 
and, naturally, it must be filled by a party 
man. The present Government was supposed 
to be a Coalition Government.® but it was 
mainly a Conservative Government, Mr. Barrie 
had stuck to his political colours, and was not 
like his predecessor, who had changed his 
political colours three times. He had served a 


Unionist Government,: a lgberal Government, 
a a Coalition Government, and accom- 
o Ke himself to all three. From a business 
point of view he (Mr. Kennedy) entirely agreed 
with Mr. Slattery. The new Vice-President had 
used his influence to induce the Wheat Commis- 
sion to,buy the eurplug oats, and had got an 
understanding that the Wheat ‘ Commission 
would take the surplus crop of oats in Ireland 
and relieve the farmers and merchants from 
what would have been bankruptcy. Mr. Barrie 
was,at present in London trying to get equit- 
able prices fixed for tlie coming year, and he 
asked was this resolution the return that they 
were going to give him? 

Mr. Dolan said that Sir Horace Plunkett and 
many Unionists were practical farmers, — who 
were entitled to the position of Vice-President. 

Mr. O’Rourke said that it was not his idea 
to put back Siy Thomas Russell in place of Mr. 
Barrie. He objected to Mr. Barrie because he 
was Carson’s henchman, and was put into office 
like the Lord Chancellor and Mr. Justice Moore. 
If public opinion was going to allow Mr. Barrie 
to continue in office, he would be surprised. 

Mr. Cogan (Wicklow) said that he did not 
think that it was wise to express an opinion on 
his burning subject at the present time, as 
they did not know what public opinion in 

reland was at present. (Héar, hear.) 
would be better to let matters take their course, 
as the Government Mr. Barrie represented 
might come to a dissolution very quickly.

IRISH ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
APPOINTED _ 
-——__o-- -—-- 


BY GENERAL COUNCIL OF 


COUNTY COUNCILS, 


A special meeting of the Irish County Councils’ 
General Council was held yesterday afternoon 
in the Council Chamber of the Dublin County 


Council for the purpose of nominating one repre- 
sentative from each province in Ireland to act 
as members of an ‘Bias Committee to the 
Joint Roads Committee in respect of claims 
from Irish highway authorities arising out of 
damages to roads caused by extraordinary Go- 


vernment traffic. 

Mr. P. J. O'Neill, J.P. (Co. Dublin), Chair- 
man, presided, and there were also present :'— 

Thomas Clarke, J.P., and William Bield (Dublin); 
John Lohan (Galway), James O'Shea (Kerry), 
Jose Dolan. M.A. (Louth); Thomas Mohan, 
f.P., and B. O'Rourke, J.P. (Monaghan); P. J. 
Kennedy (Meath),. J. O'Dowd (Sligo), Michael 
Slattery, 7.P.. and John Cullirfan (Tipperary South); 
Edward A. Shaw (Limerick), M. A, Ennis, J.P., 
and John Bolger, J.P. (Wexford); D. d. Cogan 
(Wicklow), 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
said that it was not often that he had felt 
justified in convening a special meeting of that 
Council, because he realised the -enormous in- 
convenience that members in remote parts of 
the country were put to in travelling to Dublin 
to discharge a public duty, and it was only 
when he regarded it as imperative to take the 
opinion of the Council on the questions to be 
decided that he had recourse to the expedient of 
convening a special meeting, The history of the 
question they would be called upon’ to determine 
started immediately before Christmas, when an 
intimation was received by their Secretary from 
what was described as the Joint Roads Com- 
mittee, having its headquarters in London, ask- 
ing the General Council to select two County 
Surveyors to represent that body on its Ad- 
visory Committee, which had been called into 
existence for the purpose of determining the 
amount of contributions to be made from Inm- 
perial funds for the restoration of roads and 
damage caused thereto by reason of excessive 
and new Governmental traffic. It seemed to him 
h (the Chairman) to be a very extraordinary thing 
to ask a representative body such as that Coun- 
cil to become merely an elective commission for 
the purpose of determining on the personnel of 
two officials who were to assist in the delibera- 
tions of this Council. .When that communication 
reached the Secretary a meeting of their Execu- 
tive Committee was convened, and he then ex- 


Executive Committee in the first instance, should 
not participate in any way in the constitution 
of this Committee if the Council itself was 
ignored in its representative capacity. It was 
clearly. conveyed in the response to this first 
invitation that unless the Council was given 
reasonable representation on the Committee 
that it would accept no responsibility for its 
constitution, nor would it in any way partici- 
pate in its administration. It was only right 
to say that when this view was submitted to 
the autocratic powers who determined such mat- 
ters in London that they were disposed to 
minimise the responsibility attached to the Com- 


the | 


mittee’s work, and that they did not feel justi- 
fied in asking the Council to participate in that 
view. However, when the matter was subse- 
quently considered by them they reluctantly ac- 
ceded to the request, which was conveyed in 
the Secretary’s letter, that that Council should 
be entitled to nominate at least a répresenta- 
tive from each of the four provinces to safe- 
guard the interests of the ratepayers which 
would come into the purview of this Gommittec. 
|The reasonableness of that proposal seemed to 
have commended itself to this London body, and 
it somewhat ungraciously gave the Council re- 
presentation on the Committee, and acceded to 
the principle laid down by the Executive Com- 
mittee. Bovine obtained that concession, the 
next question was as to how the provincial re- 
presentatives were to be selected. The sugges- 
tion of the provincial representatives was, per- 
haps, rather haphazard; but, at the same time, 
he (the Chairman) failed to see how a more pro- 
portionate representation could be given than 
one individual member from each of the four 
provinces. A further meeting of the Executive 
Committee was held, and a tentative decision 
arrived at, that, as the matter was of consider- 
able importance, they would not assume the re- 
sponsibility of making a final selection, and 
would simply, submit a recommendation to the 
General Council for their consideration, and 
that was the position with which that meeting 
was confronted. The Roads Committee was, in 
the main, to be interested in the amount of 
damage which had been caused by _ timber 
haulage for Governmental purposes. The de- 
termination of the amount was a matter of very 
serious consideration for local bodies, and it was 
a burden that was very unevenly distributed— 
some of the Councils might have comparatively 
little foundation for substantial claims, while 
others might have their road surfaces injured 
to such an extent that the roads would practi- 
cally have to be relaid. The Government ac- 
knowledged its responsibility for the repair of 
these roads, and it was to determine the amount 
to be contributed by Imperial funds to cover 
this damage that this Committee was being con- 
stituted. The County Surveyors. had an or- 
ganisation of their own, and he thought it right 
that the selection of their members should be 
left to their corporate body. 

Mr. John Lohan (Galway) said that as a re- 
presentative of that county he thought Galway 
had a prior claim to representation, but he 
thought the Executive's suggested representation 
had been guided by a previous unproductive and 
disastrous meeting of a general body: in Dubiln 
which had been summoned at the suggestion of 
Mr. Lloyd George. That body had proved to be 
abortive, and had only succeeded in creating a 
great amount of distrust and unrest in the 
country. 

The Chairman said that no such idea 
had been before the minds of the 
Executive Committee .in the recommendations 
they had made. 

Mr. D. J. Cogan (Wicklow), speaking as a 
member of the Executive Committee, said that 
their idea was that the whole of Ireland should 
bé included in the representation, and conse- 
quently they suggested representatives from 
every province, and were anxious to secure 
men mapenesy representing not only the pro- 
vinces, but the whole of Ireland. Questions of 
personality had been left out altogether. 

Mr. Lohan—I accept Mr. Cogan’s statement 
that the Committee was not guided by any- 
thing on the Lloyd George model—I would be 
sorry if it were so. 

Mr, J. O'Dowd (Sligo) proposed that. Mr. 
James McDonnell (Chairman Galway. County 
Council), whose name was one of those sug- 
gested by the Committee, be selected to re- 
present Connaught. He believed Galway had 
suffered more than any other county in Con- 
naught so far as damage to roads was 
concerned. 

Mr. Lohan seconded the motion. 

Mr. M. Slattery (Tipperary, South) asked if 
the Council had yet agreed to appoint an 
Advisory Committee to the Roads Board in 
London at all. He said they were appointing, 
delegates for the various provinces without 
the sanction of the Council having been given 
to the scheme. If the Advisory Committee 
were appointed. where would they meet? 

The Chairman—In Ireland, I hope. i 

Mr. Slattery—We want something definite in 
the matter. 

The Chairman eaid that he could not give 
information on the matter that he had not got. 
Ha thought the Council should insist that a 
Committee which was going to deal with a 
purely Irish problem should deal with is on

Mr. Slattery—I am not taking objection to 
any member nominated; but should we agree 
to an Advisory Committee to-meet a London 
Roads Board in London for no * purpose 
except, perhaps, to cause delay?

Employers 
will declare their profits; workers will 
have every opportunity to justify their 
claims. In the light of these frank dis- 
cussions settlements will be suggested, and 
those which are obviously just and neces- 
sary will have the full support of national 
opinion. If the miners or ány other body 
of workers refuse to put their claims to 
this. fair and reasonable test. the country 
will give judgment against them by 
default. 

Hitherto the public, though vitally in- 
terested, has been a puzzled and helpless 
spectator of these industrial disputes. 
Henceforward, if the Government keeps its 
promises, the public will be able to form, 
and therefore to enforce, an intelligent 
yerdict on them. Here in Ireland we need, 
above all things, a full and widespread 
comprehension of the numerous and ever- 
increasing disputes between Capital and 
Labour. In the long run, whether Capital 
or Labour wins, the consumer pays. He 


has, therefore, every right to be heard in 
these matters; and if he chooses, by 


organisation, to assert his right, he will | 


make a substantial contribution to his own 
and to the country’s welfare. Take, for 
instance, the programme on which the 
various unions which are associated with 
the Irish Trades Union Congress will vote 
at the end of the present month. To-day 
that programme is put forward by the 
Irish Transport Workers’ Union for the 
acceptance of the Caunty Dublin Farmers’ 
Association, and presumably of 
farmers’ associations throughout the 
country. It claims, as from May Ist, a 
minimum wage of 60s. a week for agricul- 
tural labour, and imposes a variety of 
conditions, including a veto on the use of 
female labour for the driving of horses 
or the pitching of hay. We notice that 
the Union does nét now insist en a forty- 
four hours’ week on the farm, but extends 
the limit to forty-nine—a modification 
which shows, perhaps, that it is not un- 
amenable to argument. It ig manifest that 
this programme, if adopted, must change 
all the conditions of the agricultural in- 
dustry in Ireland. It must increase the 
cost, and reduce the opportunities, of pro- 
duction. At the best it would impose new 
burdens on the consumer, to whom the 
farmer would pass on a great part, if not 
the whole, of his additional charges. At 
the worst it might ruin the industry 
altogether by killing Inish competition 
with other Ountries where far lower rates 
of wages prevailed. That calamity would 
affect every trade, profession, and industry 
in Ireland. Here, therefore, is a matter 


4 on which Irish public opinion must assert 


itself intelligently and without delay. 
The “National Conference will furnish 
the English public with material for its 
verdict on such great issues as railways, 
mines, and transport. Since few of our 
Irish industries, except those of North- 
East Ulster, will fall within the Con- 
ierence’s scope, we invite Irish Capital and 
Labour to take the work of educating the 
Irish public into their own hands, They 
will win public support and sympathy 
according to the measure of the fulness, 
frankness, and logic with which they ex- 
pound their respective claims.

When Mr. Bonar Law was asked why 
it not possible to consider these 
matters for Ireland at the same 
time as for England, he remarked 
dryly.that the conditions in the two 
countries are “slightly different.’’ From 
that observation we gather that \the 
Government hesitates to invest Irish local 
authorities as at present constituted with 
responsibilities and powers such as are to 
be exercised by similar bodies in England. 
If that be the reason for the delay in the 
announcement of the Government’s plans, 
we confess that we cannot quarrel with its 
decision. It must be admitted that the 
best elements in the community have no 
representation in the vast majority of our 
urban and rural councils, and that a great 
many of those bodies are quite incapable vf 
forming proper estimates of the require- 
ments of the areas which they control. Even 
if schemes were prepared for them, it is 
certain that they would not be properly 
administered.

Public-House Reform. 


Many temperance advocates are apt to 
under-estimate the advance that thei 
cause has made during the past four years. 
Drunkenness is less prevalent in the 
United Kingdom at the present time than 
at any other period in our history. The 
scarcity of intoxicating liquors and the 
conditions under which the “trade” has 
been controlled have compelled the people 
to form new habits, and as a nation we 
have attained a standard of sobriety which 
compares favourably with that of. any 
other country, not excepting “dry” 
America. The shrewdest members of the 
‘ trade,’’ according to Mr. Sydney Neville, 
President of the Institute of Brewing, re- 
cognise in the new state of affairs not 
merély a national benefit, but a “ commer- 
cial asset.” To preserve it they are pre- 
pared, if “necessary, to adopt stringent 
measures. Mr. Neville says that it is atl 
to the interest of the publican to dis- 
courage that excess which, though falling 
short of actual drunkenness, detracts from 
the efficiency of the industrial community. 
He believes that the public-house of the 
future should form a sort of club and 
smokeroom for the district in which it is 
situated, where the workingman can drink 
his glass of whiskey or pint of stout in 
comfortable furroundings. To achieve 
this end he urges that the national housing 
scheme shall include good public-houses 
as well as good private houses. Pending 
Government action in thé matter, however, 
Mr. Neville thinks that the brewers and 
distillers should take up the question of 
improved accommodation themselves, and 
appoint architects to solve the many 
technical difficulties of supplyin® adequate 
floor space combined with a sense of com- 
fort and with facilities for adequate 
supervision. Mr. Neville, in effect, adopts 
without reservation the principle upon 
which the Liquor Control Board has 
worked with such marked success.

sideration. The expression of the face is one 
of keen alertness and concentration, the piercing 
eyes, square jaw, and sharp chin conveying 
the impression of determination and unusual 
strength of character. There is, however,. a 
kindly expression lurking behind the almost jm- 
passive face that gives a glimpse of the human 
side of the subject, as contrasted with the 
stern, unyielding statesman. The President is 
dressed in a dark frock coat, with steel-grey 
trousers, neatly creased, the legs being crossed 
in an easy fashion.
